Asiatics can and do live ona 
few cents a day and must be 
conceded to be.ef, such intelli- 
gence that they can compete 
with the white worker. They 
are good artisans and agri- 
culturists, but our own white 
wage-workers havea right to 
demand protection so that they | - 
can live on a standard higher 
than competition with an 
Oriental will permit. 

Lumping these social and 
economic reasons together, all 
America certainly seems justi- 
fied in passing the most rigid 
anti-alien measures. 


The provincial supreme court 
at Regina upheld the right of a 
police magistrate at Moose 
Jaw who convicted Chinamen 
of employing white girls in 
their place of business, The 
court held good the right of 
the province of Saskatchewan 
to legislate against the liber- 
ties of Orientals in such mat- 
ters. | 

Vancouver's license commis- 
sion showed its attitude on the 
color line of the South by de- 
priving a negro of the right to 
receive service ata public bar. 
This last case cited is of an en- 
tirely different complexion and 
must be handled by_ different 
tactics. But Vancouyer, too, is 
well known to be violently 
opposed to the Orientals, and 
it is the question of the wel- 
come of yellow men that is the 
dominant and present problem. 

Soin the above three cases 
we have the sentiment of the 
people and officialdom of all 
Oanada, and if it isn’t suffici- 
ently, comprehensive of Can- 
ada’s four corners we cun tuke 
in that scant minority away up 
in the “Canadian Yukon at 
Dawson. White Horss and the 
Klondike would rather have a 
thousand Siwash Indians camp- 
ing around than a handful of 
Chinese or Japanese. (How- 
ever, it must be noted that the 
natives of the North are an off- 
shoot of the Asiatic stock.) 

But Canada does not want 
the Asiatic. There is no use in 
equivocating about it. The 
Dominion sentiment is very 
apparent. 

As long as we are luke warm 
toward them they will come 
and we will patronize them to 
a certain extent and they us. 
but we can all get along with- 
vut their businuss. 

It is not doing violence to 
the principle of) universal 
brotherhood to exclude the 
Asiatics, If their blood were 
assimilable and their stock 
welcome it would be a dif- 
ferent matter, but such is un- 
happily not the case.
